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LE ROI EST MORT 

âT midnipht in Enpland the King's 
Standard «t Sandrinprham flut- 
■torcd to half-mast marking the passing 
of our King. To many thi.<; -will mean 
the loss of one well knowTi to them. 
During his reign the late Sovereign 
liked to fool he Avas the head of a 
great family of BrJtish Subjects 
•throughout the Empire. In this he 
succeeded by man>' daily acts of 
Thoughtfnlness and kindnci^s, but 
chiefly through hi.s Christmas mes- 
sages he endeared himself to his 
people. 

In the twenty-sixth year of his 
reign and at seventy years of age the 
work of one of the finest gentlemen 
of our times was brought to a close. 
Never in the hi.'îtorj- of the world has 
one man bs'en in such intimate contact 
with so many people — for there are 
few amongst the four hundred and 
fifty million British Subjects who did 
not honour the King and feel a 
personal attachment to him. 

We, at McGil!, join a .sorrowing 
Empire, but ])erhaps his passing 
toucher us a little more diH>ply than 
it does others on this continent for 
in him wt lose an Honorary Grad- 
uate — ^the late King was gi-anted the 
degree of LL.D. in September. 1901, 
when, he was Duke of York. At this 
time the whole Universitj' cannot help 
but feel a pang of sorrow at our loss. 

The end came peacefully at seven 
o'clock (E.S.T.) last evening at the 
King's home at Sandringham. Sur- 
rounded by his family the monarch 
breathed his last. As the ne>v8 spread 
to a waiting world many a tear was 
«hed and an air of gloom predom- 
inated the centre of the Empire, 
gradually Hpreading by telegraph atid 
radio to the farthest corners of the 
■world. 

Truly a great man has pasaed — 
one who has been tried and found 
true in the most disturbing times the 
■world has witnessed. Whether en- 
couraging hi.- troopj: in Fmnce or 
fiympathizing witli tho Unemployed at 
home or Htili mon.' n.-<;iMitly hh the 
centre figure of a world-wide d«-'m- 
onstration of affwtioii on re^iching 
his Silver Jubilee the late JKirfg 
alwayt< showed himself a true leader, 
« kind friend— and a liumble man. 

II h&H be<in truly said that he 
did not ,ii:tik Kn.-atiienh, rather it was 
thrust upon him; and he, human 
though he was, measured up to the 
Hmortt superhuman standard cx- 
jK-cted.

It i.s with hope we look to King

We can 
"âl* flab 'a»Js* Aid' London in thé cKmrhes. particu- 
larly in the less known ones, such lus the Chapel of 
St. Peter ad VlncuJum within the Tower of London 
I and in SoaUjwark CaUwdral «-hfre rest, the bones of 
I Gower and Sir John Fletcher. The sense of great 
, ace and tradition cotnes upon one and "the indi\1- 
j dual seems ot little importance in the \-ast flow of 
life aad -^o'^hi f.-om the past which seems to 
sweep one up and advance Into the veiled future. 

Vet after all, this Americanization is superficial 
and over here, unhealthy. London lacks the pas- 
sion of America. I cannot but feel that there- is 
something lacking here— perhaps it is decadence, I 
dor.-, know. America needs the ballast of tradition 
whUe England certainly needs the leaven Of . vibrant 
living. D. H. Lawrence, writing to his mother-in- 
law, says, "here out of Europe nothing new can 
come forth" ajid I mwi admit thai there is some- 
thing oJ truth in it. I feel that a new awakening is 
necessary and I feel that it will come. 

Vet culturally London and all England is 
thriving. The grow-th of the provincial stage In Bir- 
mingham, Manchester ar,d \hi: '/.lier provincial 
towns 1* a woriderful fact. Lwdon is the mecca of 
all aucccsslul plays and the drama is flourishing. 
Shaw and Shake^are axe very popular zs well a.-i 
more recent playt. Plays auch as "Love on tin; 
Dole," -rh.' Wi!;d and tlie IU!n," and 'Tovarleh" 
testify Vj th<; r-.a ngth of the contemporary stage, 
Balii.". It i ii.. iy popular aiid British companies, 
twiaWy a'. Sadler s Wells, put on excellent per- 
formances. Music, except for the opera which has 
only a brief two mouths' sea*,»!), 1» performed fre- 
quently and well. X doulH If J/;)id'>i) at lliu mo- 
int-ut liHA n lyiiipKviiy <;iTlR-!>tra tU'li fjuallly ub 
the Bgstoii or New York orclicilras, but some conie 
vtiy cloftc. A great deal of Interest it taken In

The London wcatlicr is vile ua il Is pictuitd 
Vo be. Damp winds blow ii<crose from the Norlli Sub 
brUtging mb.t and rain. In the past montli, wc had 
twonty-lwo successive days of ruin, not contliniul, 
of course. This Is.i/^iuewhal cxlra^rdlnury, cvi.n for 
I/ïndoii. I liiivt hQi t/jwlintcd u pva-,u>ij|) fog yd, 
but am lookUig forward to the experience. Some 
fcijji, however, liavc approximated tlio alwyc type.

Engiaitd Is ccrlnlnly very nfiiitccràtlc although 
1 bellcvo that clas.s dl^llnctlon is breaking down, 
one of my nulijorlttcs for this last statement Is a 
profesîor nt the University ot London who staled 
that when he. was born England wna aristocratic 
but now It Is rapidly becoming democratic. How- 
ever, 1 doubt If this democratlnallon. It we may use 
that wonl. will ever proceed to the extent that It 
has 1» AnterlcB, The Engllshinnn h very class- 
conscious, and only jfcslcrday Mr. Tlionias, new 
.Secretary for the Colonics, at a bannuot, made the 
statement that he nppredtvted his British heritage 
which mitdc 11 possible for hint, a working man. to 
serve his country iwlltlenlly. Such a statement 
vxmiUI not have Iwcn made by a Canadian. 

Vet there Is a high conception of law in Eng- 
land. l>en\ocracy. In lUi ijolltlcal sense, must de- 
pend upon soclnlly-conscluus subjecls, and I think 
that EiiRllshmen ftiUlll this requirement to n high 
«legiTe. Theie la a it'spect lor the law bi a very 
wide sense amongst tnonl peo|ile and 11 Is because 
of this nwpeut that I believe British democracy is 
so oound. Social legislation Is very far advanoed 
although mucli remains to be done. Slums aad 
great tMverty ara very cominon atid althouiii the 
former problem is being IntelllRenlly tackled, the 
letter la negleoted. There Is much begging on the 
streeU nnd a|»peals for charily are constant. 

English food Is simple aiid plain. But milk, 
frmh vegetables and fresli (rull are not consumed 
to any great estent, r'rult Is regardo<l m a luxury 
by most English people and the "Dally Telegraph" 
Issued » milk supplement last week to atlmulate 
milk consumption. If tho Englislinuui lakes milk, 
which la not common, It Is usually hot. If cold milk 
Is ordered In a restaurant, one Is Immediately 
slamiKxl as an American. A waitress In a restau- 
rant recently asked me If I wanted sugar In my 
milk and wondered how anyone could tfke it plain. 
Tlio coffee needs no commenlr-rils quality has long 
been the subject of story and song. The tea Is ex- 
wllcnt, however, and cver>'one drinks at much at 
he jwsslbly can. 

Transportation In England has raaohed a hl|h 

plane of efflolcncy. The London Underground it 
8Uj)crlor to tlw Now Vork Bjibways both In speed 
and comfort. The railroad trahis are very com- 
fortable antl oi-o easier to travel In than In America, 
although the system of llcket-collooting is oontus- 
Ing to Uw Canadian, llie tralits are not clearly an- 
nounced, to that coming back from Cambridge last 
«Tck, I got into the wrong train. It is fortunate 
that It did not take me very much out of my way. 

There are quite a few cx-MoOlll people In Lon- 
don and many more Canadians. It It a real pleature 
to meet McOill men and women over here and 
know that the name of McOlU Is not unknown. Our 
Uniwrslty has a very hlgli reputation in England 
although the ordinary nun on the street hat never 
heard of It, yet its fame Ilea in the minds of the 
mighty. 

The University of London is e»Iebratin« its 
centenary next yni, in June, I believe, although the 
actual growth of Its foundation was November. It 
consists of a number of colleges and Institutes and 
Schools. The University Is actually a corporation 
empowered to grant degrees. In practice, besides 
granting degrees, it coordinates the activities of the 
institutions which prepare students for its degrees. 
At the present, a magnificent modernistic building 
is being put up at the back of the British Museum 
In Bloomsbury which will house tlie offices and 
officers of the Univetsity Library of about 300,000 
volumes. Until thlTTiulldlntç is compleiîd (which 
will be at the end of 1936) thé UnlversltaTls occupy- 
Ing part of the Imperial Isuiiaute in South Kensing- 
ton. 

The three main colleges arc University College 
(founded by Jeremiah Bentley in 1827) King's Col- 
lege (founded -isao) and Bedford College (for 
women). The Institute of Education, the London 
Scliool of Economics and the London hospitals arc 
also connected with tho University, besides a large 
niimlKr of smaller Institutes, schools and a few col- 
leges. Allogcthcr there must bo about 16,000 stu- 
dents at tho varlotis Instltiittons, AHIdèÉrea ex- 
amlnallons are set by the Unlverslts^^flT'^wurse 
examinations are «et by the member Institutions. 
Kuch Iiiatliullon has Itw own staff and gives Its om 
lictinefi, although occasionally arrangements ai« 
made for lnUu--Unlv«r8lly. courses. 

College life Is similar to that In America. n\e 
iiliKiriit.'i Imvi! iluilr cliibN and meetings, and .leU- 
govornmeiH (wllliln lliulLs). The teaching stalf Is 
not Hs Intimate wHh Mm sludenU as In Canada. 
There Is not so nnicli stress laid on loolmcs and 
each course has usually onu hour of loctiu-o a wih;!;, 
instead of three as In America, 

TlicMt; arc iitudeiit residences, but most of the 
sliidcnls live In Iwaixilng-houses. Tliero Is not as 
much college life us In Oxford nnd Onipbrldgo, but 
there is Just as much emphasis on athletics. Lon- 
don UnlvLTblty (Irawd htudcnts fmni all jwrl« of tho 
world, especially tho British Empire. In the hun- 
dred yi.nrs 01 Its cxlslcnce. It has forged to Uio 
front as one of I ho grctt Unlvertlllet ot the world.

Vou have known pèrsons who started 
out In youth with n .V)ul like a .iword - 
keen, and bright, and uncompromln- 
hi|. Then came what Shelley calls 
"the contagion ot the world's slow 
stain." That comes to most of us. We 
begin with .i banner Inscribed "Excel- 
Blor" and gradually the dust of battle 
obliterates everything but the second 
.•syllable. We find that honor and 
truth and steadfastness don't metn as 
much as we thouRht. 

Oeorge Kaufman and Mo.ss Ifart In.-ît 
season had a ourlously effective 
drama, "Merrily We Roll Along." They 
told their story in reverse. Introducing 
a puffy-paunched pander of a play- 
wright, and then working backward 
through hU life, showing how he got 
that way. The piece ended with this 
particular Robinson delivering an ad- 
dross at his graduation from college, 
and holding "This above all: to thine 
own ftU be true." "Merrily Wc Roll 
Along" was not a notable .suece.s5 — 
partly, perhaps, becau.w It brought us 
face to face with the oontra.<(t between 
what we are and what we wanted to 
be. 

Onoe you get started. It ian'i hard 
to make a fine mental collection of 
Robinsons. Youth is naturally idcalls- 
tie. I think even our modem prag- 
matic youngsters begin with a -vWl to 
develop what Kant called "that divine 
man within us." And then, .sloTiiIy, 
comes a subtle undermining, brick by 
brick. Okler and— we are sure— wiser 
people amfle at our faiths. Secretly, 
and a lllt.e shame-faoedly, we believe 
In love, and marriage, and loyalty, and 
courage, and Incorruptibility. We find 
that love and marriage are really good 
Jokes, treated lightly and scornfully 
by every comedian; we discover that 
loyally— to one's life-partner, anyway 
—Is merely sti|pld and popotte. 

Somebody once told ms that you 
couldn't drive a nail, no matter how 
small, into a beam, no matter how 
great, without weakening the timber. 
Certainly the foundations of our high 
resolves begin crumbling with thej!c 
tiny punctures. Disloyalty to your 
wife isn't serious; well, then, how 
serious Is a little disloyalty to youf 
frisnd? And, after aU, wasn't this lean- 
ing backward to be honest rather silly? 
Black becanM a famous lawyer by get- 
ting guilty men off unpunished, and is 
made president of our club, to which 
Brown, who must be convinced that 
his client is right, can't afford to bé- 
k>ng. Do we look up to Black, or to 
Brown? And Dunn is a grafter, and 
everyone knows it, but he's reelected 
regularly; and, of course, all politicians 
graft, so what of it? And what price i 
glory aixl honor and incorruptibility 
when everybody else — well, nearly 
everytwdy has thrown the cargo over- 
Iward, and won the blue ribbon there-

'oy? Weren't those early Idchls of oiir.s 
rather foolish, ahd Juvenile, and im- 
practical?

A world in 
which everyone believed In the piirlly 
of women and the nobility of men, and 
acted accordingly, would be a very dif- 
ferent world, but a grand place to live 
In. And, contemplating the adoles- 
cence through which wo scorned the 
wrontt, pome of ii.-; must 'vl.rh, with the 
Cardinal In that ancient comedy, "A 
Royal Family," that ''wc'couj<i be born 
old, and grow yoiingcr,- -and 'cleaner, 
and ever simpler and more Innocent, 
until at la.'.t, with the white souls of 
little children, -.vc lay us down to eter- 
nal sleep. " 

Our Achillean heel, of course, is what 
Phillips Ruwell, in his biography of 
Emer-^OM. ea'ls ' ifnibliy thins-woi-.shlp." 
Men who rio no', want much cannot 
Ik- much tfnip'ed. Emer-son, "the 
wl.-;e!,t American," llks the wisest Euro- 
peans and Orientals, foK*no urge to 
compromise; no difficulty In preserv- 
ing; "with perfect ,swoctne,s.s. In the 
midst of the crowd, the independence 
of solitude," fn 12 years, Emerson's 
first book, "Nature," sold .500 copies. 
CXmtent with an income slightly less 
than you pay your chauffeur, he wa-s 
imdlsliirbed by that and by the InHp- 
preclntlon wlih whloli his work was 
received. Knowing lUmwlf, ho could 
be true to himself. Aware of his 
strength, he had to seek power neither 
through money nor praise. When his 
address to the Divinity School at 
Cambrldfte filled ili-^ air round his 
head with critical brickbats, he wrote, 
' T shall so on just as before, .seeing 
whatever I can, and telllner what 1
